L.A.  Care  Health  Plan  is  offering  funds  through  the  first  Cross-Sector  Partnerships  Initiative  to  provide  resources 
to  projects  that  best  integrate  physical  health  (medical,  mental  health,  substance  use  disorder)  and  non-clinical 
social  services  support  that  impact  the  quality  of  care  and  quality  of  life  for  low-income  patients.

• Primarily  serve  Los  Angeles  County’s  low-income  and  uninsured  adults,  including  those  without  ability  to 
pay  who  qualify  for  free  or  low-cost  health  care  programs. 

• Serve  a minimum  of  L.A.  Care  Health  Plan’s  aggregate  membership  of  1,500  at  the  time  of  submission. 
This  aggregate  membership  includes  contracted  L.A.  Care  Health  Plan  partners. 

• Attest  that  the  community  services  partner  is  financially  sound.
